Partition Enforcement Problems 


Consideration of the U.N. Palestine Commission's report to the 
Security Council has been temporarily postponed. 
The principal point at issue is now the question of the creation of 


an international armed body for enforcing partition. 
has reported unanimously ‘n favour of sending such a force. 


The Commission 
The main 


difficulty lies in its composition; participation by any one of the Great 
Powers is viewed with suspicion by the others, while the smaller Powers 
are reported to show little enthusiasm for the task. 

Official British reports to the Commission continue to stress the 
dangerous situation created by the incursions into Palestine of large bands 
of Arab guerrillas from across the Syrian frontier, a position rendered 
more acute by the depletion of the British forces and the refusal of 
the Mandatory Power to permit the arming of a Jewish militia 


TRANSJORDAN AND 
JEWISH STATE 


* Don’t Come to Palestine ’

The Transjordan delegation, headed 
by the Prime Minister, Tewfiq Pasha 
Abdul Huda, and including the 
Foreign Minister, returned home this 
week.

“An Enemy State” 


In no circumstances would the people 
of Transjordan ever agree to the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish State im Palestine, 
1 was told by a member of the delega- 


tion They would regard it as “an 
enemy State ’ in their.midst. The Arabs 
“would rather give up thei religion 


and cease to be Moslems than agree to 
such a State,” he declared 

Of course, he said, they believed in 
the United Nations as an instrument of 
international co-operation. But 
resolutions were merely recommenda- 
tions which it had neither the means 
nor the power to enforce. Any machinery 
for enforcement would have to. be 
created and set in motion by the Securily 
Council, and the Security Council had 
not yet made any decision about Pales- 
tne. Before that organisation took any 
action, he asserted, the problem would 
already have been solved 

“Don't come to Palestine now,” he 
warned me. “It's going to be very 
‘hot.’ In a year or two it will be safer.”

MORE HOPEFUL OUTLOOK

GENEVA 


The work of the Preparatory Com- 
mission of the I.R.O., between its 
fifth mecting, which concluded last 
week, and its sixth meeting in May, 
has entered a phase which seems far 
more hopeful than might have been 
expected earlier, and in which pre- 
vious spade-work seems likely to 
begin to yield results. 

With the ratification of the Constitu- 
tion by France and Belgium, only two 
more adherences are mecessary to reach 
the required total of 15 to make tu 
operative; and it is expected that the two 
new recruits will be forthcoming within 


the next few months. One of them. i 
is thought, will be a South American 


country. 

Developments have now reached a 
point where the P.C.1.R.0O. Secretariat 
can begin to engage in long-term 
planning and in “ liquidating” the 
problem, as Mr. William H. Tuck, the 


organisation's Executive Secretary, put 
it, within the planned period of three

BRITAIN & GENOCID 
CONVENTION 


Support Withdrawn 


{From our Parliamentary Correspondent] 


The Lord Chancellor, Lord Jowitt, in 
the House of Lords on y. 
defended and confirmed the British 
decision to withdraw support for the 
Genocide Convention, which they had 

eviously given at the meeting of the 
Bcnerel Assembly of the United Nations 
in December, 1946, 

Lord Jowiit, who was replying to a 
question by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, said the Government regarded the 
crime of genocide with as much detesta- 
tion as ever. But they were convinced 
that the Draft Convention would prove 
a difficult and highly controversial docu- 
meni to which many Governments might 
be unable to adhere. . 

“In these circumstances,” Lord 
Jowitt said, “ the Government confirmed 
the decision that such an abortive Con- 
vention might weaken rather than 
strengthen the principle it set out to 
establish, and might throw doubt on the 
proposition, at present universally 
accepted, that genocide is an inter- 
pational crime. 


International Law Commission 


“ At the second session of the General 

sembly last autumn, thercfore, the 

nied Kingdom delegates expressed the 
view that a better approach would be for 
the Assembly to confine itself to a resolu- 
tion thal genocide was a crime entailing 
national and tternational responsibili- 
ties. and to refer the question of a Con- 
vention to the International Law Com- 
mission. This Commission. the Govern- 
ment felt, would conduct its work on 
genocide in Connection with the clarifica- 
tion of the relevant decisions of 
Nuremberg Tribunal. 

“ Many problems of racial and other 

animosities manifested against individuals 
and groups, which the original Draft 
Convention sought to cover, are, in the 
view of the Government, more properly 
the concern of the Human Rights Com- 
mission That attitude will be main- 
tained by the United Kingdom delega- 
ion io the current meeting of the Econo- 
mc and Social Council, on whose agenda 
the crime of genocide figures. 
_ “ The fact that the Government were 
im a minority on this question at the 
last Assembly meeting had not persuaded 
them that their view was wrong. On 
the contrary, it was hoped that it would 
become more widely held. In the 
Government's view, based on the defici- 
encies and difficulties of the first Draft 
Convention, it is unlikely to prove pos- 
sible to draft a comprehensive Conven- 
fon on this subject, to which the 
majority Governments will be prepared 
to adhere.” 


MEMBERS’ QUESTIONS 


COST OF TROOPS 


Lieut.Colonel . Sir Thomas Moore 
(Con., Ayr Burghs) asked the Minister 
of Defence what would be the cost to 
the British taxpayer of retaining our 
troops in Palestine from January | until 
Aueust |. 

Mr. Alexander: The total cost of 
mainiaming the Forces likely to be serv- 
ing in Palestine during the period is 
estimated at about £12,000,000. it would 
be very difficult to assess what proportion 
of this expenditure is attributable to the 
continued retention of the Forces in that 
country 


CYPRUS CAMPS 


Au-Commodore Harvey (Con., 
Macclesfield) asked the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies what had been the total 
cost of operating the Jewish refugee 
camps in Cyprus; and on which country 
the expenditure fell. 

Mr. Creech Jones: The latest available 
figure for the cost of the Cyprus camps 
is £2,500.000, for the period up to the 
end of November, 1947. The cost is met 
by the Government of Palestine. 

Mr. Janner (Lab... W. Leicester): Will 
not the right. hon gentleman allow these 
Poor people im Cyprus to go to Palestine, 
and then there would be no cost on any- 
body other than the Jewish Community? 


ARMED ARABS 


Mr. Janner asked the Secretary of 
State for the Colomes what action had 
been taken by the Palestine authorities 
agains, the armed Arabs who had entered 
Palestine from Transjordan. 

r. Creech Jones: The party of 
armed Arabs to which my hon. friend 
refers dispersed on its arrival in Pates- 
tine belore action could be taken by the 
security authorities. The route by which 
they are reported to have entered the 
country has now been closed. 

Mr. Janner: Is my right hon. friend 
aware that we are spending some 
£2,000,000 a year in equipping Forces in 
Transjordan at present» and that many 
more than the one party of armed men 

ve come into Palestine; that this is a 
complete transgression against the United 
Nations Chartier; and will something 
effective be done to stop these people 

om coming into Palesiine? 


Mr, Creech Jones: It will be appreci- 
ated that the security Forces in Pales- 
tine have a frightfully difficult job, and 
u is exceedingly difficult to maintain a 
watch over the complete frontiers. 

_Mr, Austin (Lab., Stretford): Is my 
right hon. friend satisfied in fact that 
the arms in question are not those sup- 
plied to ncighbouring States under treaty 
obligations? If that 1s so, and these arms 
are being misused in this way. will he 
see that there is no further evasion? 

Mr. Creech Jones: That is quite a 
different issue. 

Mr. Janner: Reverting to the original 
question, will my right hon. friend see 
to it that no further moneys or arms are 
sent to Transjordan or any other couniry 
to equip forces to come in and attack 
British Forces and Jews in Palestine? 

Mr. Eden (Con., Leamington): Could 
we have an answer on that point, 
because we would like to know whether 
our Treaty obligations stand? I hope 
that the right hon. gentleman will make 
it plain that our Treaty obligations will 
be carried out 

Mr. Creech Jones: That question has 
already been answered in the House. Our 
Treaty obligations do stand 


‘PLANES SOLD TO JEWS 


Sir Jocelyn Lucas (Con., S_ Ports- 
mouth) asked the Minister of Defence if 
the Auster acroplanes sold in Palestine by 
His Majesty's Government were capable 
of military use; and if he would give a 
definite assurance that no arms, muni- 
tion, or material that could be used for 
warlike purposes would be sold by His 
Majesty's Government to either disputant 
in that area. 

Mr. Alexander: The Auster aircraft 
recently sold to the Aviron Palestine 
Aviation Company were not only demili- 
tarised before disposal, but were all in 
an unserviceable condition Since, 
however, it is possible to adapt civil air- 
craft for mulitary use, steps have now 
been taken to ensure that no British 
‘planes will pass into Arab or Jewish 
hands in Palestine so long as there is 
danger of civil war in that country. 
Every possible precaution is being taken 
to ensure that surplus warlike materia! 
does not pass into the hands of Jews or 
Arabs in that couniry. 

It 1s also the policy of His Majesty's 
Government to refuse permission for the 
export of military material from Great 
Britain to any part of the Middle East. 
except under existing contracts which 
have been undertaken as a result of our 
Treaty obligations to certain Arab 
Governments His Majesiy’s Govern- 
ment have no reason to suppose that the 
material supphed by them under such 
contracts will be used in Palestine 

Mr. George Porter (Lab., Central 
Leeds): Is my right hon. friend aware 
that arms and ammunition are being 
transierred to Arabs who are actively 
Participating in hostilities on the Palestine 
area”

Major Tufton Beamish (Con., 
asked the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies how many ships were known to 
have attempied (to land illegal immigrants 
in Palestine since V_E. Day; how many 
had been intercepted ; in how many cases 
legal proceedings had been instituted 
against the owners, masters, or any mem- 
bers of the-crews of ships carrying illegal 
immigrants to Palestine, and with what 
results 

Mr. Creech Jones: Fifty-seven ships 
are known to have tried to land illegal 
immigrants in Palestine since V.E. Day. 
Of these, 40 were imtercepted. Only four 
small ships have escaped interception 
since June, 1946. The High Commuis- 
sioner is being asked for the information 
requested in the second part of the ques- 
tion and { will communicate with the 
hon. and gallant Member on receipt of 


his report 

Mr. Janner: Will the Minister circu- 
late the Repor of the Uniued Nations 
Organisation in respect of this question 
of immigration, and also will he say 
when a port wil be opened for mo- 
grants in accordance with the request of 
the United Nations?

SHECHITA BOARD 


Proposal for Inquiry 
Committee Rejected 


[By a Jewisn CHronicie Reporter| 


A motion at a special meeting of the 
Shechiia Board, urging that before the 
appointment of an Investigating Officer 
a special subcommitice be ciccted to 
inguire into the admiunistrative and 
supervisory aspects of the work of the 
Board and to make recommendations, 
was defeated by 14 voics to 12. 

The meeting, which at times was 
stormy, was held on Wednesday of last 
week at the Vestry Offices, Heneage Lance, 
E.C.3, and was requisitioned by seven 
members because more than three months 
had clapsed since the previous mecting 
of the Board. The resolution was moved 
by Mr. A. Wingate. 

The President of the Board, Mr. Isaac 
Landau, presided, and said that although 
there was a by-law which said the Board 
was calied every three months, in prac- 
tice, for the last half a century, they 
had held two half-yearly meetings, 
because their financial accounts appeared 
at the end of June and at the end of 
December. He regretted that the resolu- 
tion was signed by seven members of the 
United Synagogue. The Federation had 
been much more loyal to the Executive 

Mr. Jacques Cohen, one of the signa- 
tories, said that his signature had nothing 
to do with his membership of the United 
Synagogue. 

The motion, which was to be moved 
by Mr. Wingate, said Mr. Landau, had 
been put by him on January & at a full 
meeting of the Executive Committee and 
had been rejected by eight votes to two 
They were now being calicd on to reverse 
the January decision of the Executive 
Committee 

Mr. Wingate said that the President 
had referred to the practice of the Board 
for the past 50 years. That, to him, 
was a very poor answer. 


“Board Must Decide” 


The Executive Committee. he main- 
tarned, had no right to say that they 
were going to advertuse the position. of 
Investigating Officer at £800 or £2,000 
a year. It was for the Board to decide 
what the salary was to be 

Mr. Wingate said that the President 
had forgotten to tell the Board that at 
the first meeting of the new Executive, 
held on October 8, 1947, he (Mr. Win- 
gate) had moved that a special .ub-com- 
mittee should be sel up to go into the 
position in regard to the administrative 
side of the Board's work in order to 
recommend to the Executive Committee 
what appomtments were necessary. That 
résolution had been carried 

“ No.” shouted some members, and 
the President said to Mr. Wingate: “I 
call on you to withdraw that statement.” 
“ It was not carried,” he added. “It was 
defeated. How dare you make such a 
statement?” 

Whatever view, said Mr. Wingate, they 
might take of what had transpired at the 
Executive meeting, one thing was 
obvious. lt was resolved at an Execu- 
tive meeting of October 14, 1947-—he 
guoted from the minutes——“ to convene 
a special meeting of the Exccutive Com- 
mittee to consider as to recommendations 
to be made to the Board with regard to 
such appointments on the administrative 
staff that may be deemed necessary.” 

The President: was called.” 

The work of the Board and its whole 
scope had extended enormously, said Mr. 
Wingate, and « was not fair to appoint 
somebody to carry on the dutics of Mr. 
Myers if they themselves did not know 
what they wanted him to do.

In seconding the resolution, Mr. Alfred 
Woolf said that shechita had been very 
much discredited among the Jewish pub- 
he, and that Jewish women were going 
over to treifa butchers 

Mr. Lionel! Cohen Said it had been said 
that housewives had reason to complain 
with regard to the affairs of the Shechita 
Board." The facts were that they were 
merely an administrative body; that they 
had no control over prices; that they 
could not control the selling prices of 
poultry, and that they had no control 
over the supply of meat. 

They were expected to act as Inspec- 
tors for the Ministry of Food, and for 
the Ministry of Supply, and to take away 
licences. if it was found there had been 
overcharging 

In the course of the discussion, Mr. 
Jacques Cohen said that although he had 
attended four meetings of the Executive 
Committee he was almost as ignorant of 
the work of the Board as when he 
attended his first meeting. He felt that 
when he attended an Executive Commiut- 
tee meeting, those who had served on it 
in the past were all the time assuming 
a certain secretive, supenor, knowledge. 

Ihe President pointed out that the 
question of the advertisemrent for an 
Investigating Officer had, at a full meet- 
ing of the Board, been left to the Execu- 
tive Committee. Hf they allowed them 
to proceed with the appointment of an 
Investigating Officer, he was prepared to 
go into the question of what Mr. Win- 
gate felt at the next Executive meeting. 
meclng. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


GOING TO SYNAGOGUE 


UR portion of the Law th week 
contaims the lollowing command- 
ment: “And let them make Me a 

Sanctuary, that | may dwell among 
them.” Our text is speaking here about 
the temple. But we are in full accord- 
ance with our tradition when we cal) our 
synagogue a sanctuary. The difference 
between temple and synagogue is not to 
be overlooked. But throughout all the 
centuries the Jewish people have devored 
deep reverence and sincere love to their 
synagogues. The synagogue is the centre 
of Jewrsh life 

The first line of the Sabbath psalm 
reads: “It is good to give thanks unto 
the Lord, and to sing praises unto Thy 
name, O most High.” Let us wWansiate 
the words of the psalmist into the 
language of our everyday conversation. 
What the psalmist means is that “It is a 
good thing to go to syndgogue, and there 
take part in divine service, it ts advisable 
to do so, and most reasonabic.” 

One of the most tedious subjects for 
a sermon would be to scold those who do 
not go to synagogue. To those who are 
present the sermon does not apply, 
and those for whom it 8 meant do not 
hear it, being absent. Something etse ts 
required. We should ask: why do those 
who to synagogue, do so? We shoul 
look into our own hearts, anaiyse our 
feelings, and become conscious of the 
spiritual benefit the synagogue besiows 
on the congregation. We should make 
clear to ourselves why our parents, our 
forefathers, went to synagzoguc and what 
it was they found there, what it was the 
synagogue gave to them so that they teit 
richer after the service, so that they 
became strong enough to carry the bur- 
den of their workaday lives, so that they 
became capable of seeing the happiness 
with which every humaa life is biessed

attendance, we must be careliul 
our diagnosis should go im the wrong 
direction. It is not only through lack of 
Jewishness, secularism, or disinterest 
that our synagogue seems sometimes 
neglected Ihe synagogue may be con- 
sidered by some people to be in compet: 
tion with the Jewsh home. Those who 
do not go to synagogue may bring for- 
ward a sound excuse: We are gsiayineg at 
home. and surely a family sittine together 
is. .also something Jewish. The proper 
answer is this: The synagogue is not in 
competition with the Jewish home 

The Jewish home ceases to be a truly 


Jewish home, and becomes a 
bourgeow aflaw, if ih 
gogue docs not if 
up our Jewish lic, we give our time and 
our exertions both to synagogue and 
home. If Jews spend their lemure on a 
Friday evening, say, playing cards. their 
adsence from the synagogue has no 
Jewish justification.

DR. JOAD SPEAKS AT SYNAGOGUE 


“The Future of Civilisation ~ 


The view that war between Soviet 
Communism and American capitalism, 
although not mevitable, was only too 
likely before civilisation ensucs, was 
expressed by Dr. C. E. M. Joad when he 
spoke on “ The Future of Civilisation 
at the Bayswater Synagogue on Tuesday 
evening... The Rev. A. S. Super presided 

There was much evidence, declared 
Dr. Joad, to support the view of the 
German philosopher, Spengler, that each 
civilisation inevitably passed through the 
phases of growth to decay. In the begin- 
ning. the Governments. are ane and 
determined, the age ts one of religious 
faith. and life seems to be supremely 
worth living. The civilssation then comes 
to maturity, and there s a goiden age 
of scholarship while the Government can 


afford to be more tolerant. A decline 
then begins to set im, and iaspirauion and 
genius becomes mere cleverness One 
thought in ths respect of our modern 
poetry and music 

Dr. Joad believed that the gravest prob- 
lem facing our civilisation was the fact 


that while there had been tremendous 
progress in science and the powers of 
man. the wisdom of mankind was not 


greater than ut was thousands of years 
azo. One solution was to make people 
better, but there was no recipe for thal ; 
another was to ban the publication of 
new scientific research and not give man- 
kind powers in advance of is ability to 
assimilate it, bur what great nation would 
accept this solution? 

Ihe grouping of nations uader one 
federal goveramen, seemed w Dr. Joad 
the only solution if the civilisation was 
survive

The sight of spaces levelled by bombs 
continues as you cross Whitechapel Road 
and, on the left, pass round the battered 
church into Adier Street.

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THE MONTH IN PARLIAMENT

There is nothing sadder than marriage 
mreais turned to the cold use of a funcral 
tabie, unless it be the iibuics to a Treaty 
which arrive in time for its obsequics. 
So ut was with the grain-ship and the 
swans seni to Irag as a token of love 
and respect, too carly for the a of 
the Treaty, too late for the riots which 
destroyed it. The lesson of this unhappy 
event is that the day of Court diploma 
in the Middle East is nearing its end. 
If the pattern of alliance forecast by 
Mr. Bevin is to be woven, the Forcign 
Office will have to transfer some of its 
attention from the Princes to the peoples 
of the Middle East, who laicly have 
begun to show a will of their own. 

‘What, die for New Guinea?” 
shouted the agitators, to the amazement 
of correspondents who thought New 
Guinea irrelevant. The demonstrators 
meant, no doubt, that in the prochaine, 
as the French call it, they would rather 
have a quict life than fight alongside 
either Britain or Russia for Trieste, 
Danzig, the Straits, Sucz—or New 
Guinea. On the Labour benches, there 
is a widely held view that unless more 
account is taken of the popular mood 
in Arab countries, many more of Mr. 
Bevin's diplomatic swans will prove to 

geese 

The proposed system of alliances with 
the Arab States is desiened as a Middle 
Eastern Union with the twofold purpose 
of containing Russia and guarding the 
oil. Naturally enough, an attempt has 
been made to “smear” Jewish imm- 
grants to Palestine as Communists, in 
order to justify Arab resistance to the 
U.N. decision, and to encourage Arab 
antipathy to Russia. Sir Godfrey 
Collins's prompt rebuttal of the mis- 
¢chievous Communist lie was valuable 
mm reassuring Members of Parhament 
who, like the general public, depend for 
their daily information on the news- 


papers. 
“Passive Resistance ” 


No one can now doubt that there is 
a deliberate attempt to turn the U.N. 
partition decision sour in the minds of 
those who had variously welcomed it as 
an act of international justice or expedi- 
ency. From time to time, the Govern- 
ment’s attitude of Olympian impartiality 
becomes indistinguishable from passive 
resistance. Sir Alexander Cadogan, in 
his relations with the United Nations 
Palestine Commission, yiclds nothing to 
Mr. Molotov in his mastery of the repeti- 
tious negative. Many Members who are 
more concerned with the U.N. than with 


Palestine were disturbed by Su 
Alexander's non-cooperative attitude. 
They contrasted it with the Foreign 


Office's magisterial and proper rebuke to 
Bulgaria, reminding her of the behaviour 
which fits a country for membership of 
the U.N. One Labour M.P. summed 
up the Note as “ Sanctimonious cant! ”, 

But it would be wrong to magine that 
the Government, as distinct from 
tions of the Administration. is concerned 
with anything but as peaceful and equit- 
able a settlement as possible in Pales- 
tine, accompanied by a ‘safe withdrawal 
of the Porces. On the other hand, a 
section of both the Labour and Con- 
servative Parties, which has consistently 
opposed Jewish immigration into Pales- 
tine, will continue to hinder, by Parha- 
mentary questions, every attempt by the 
new Jewish State to secure itself. Lusten- 
ing to the rattle of questions about a 
Jewish purchase of Austers, you might 
have thought that an Auster is at least 
as offensive as the Mark Il 
which have lately been supplied to the 
Feyptian Air Force-instead of being 
the harmless communication and spotting

‘planes which most of the questioners 
must have known them to The 
Colomal Secretary's mild reply that the 
‘planes were in any case unserviceable 
was greeted with the satisfied smiles befit- 
ting the sellers of the transactions. 


Aden 


Lingering on from the earlicr troubles 
is the question of Aden. The Colonial 
Office has shown itself prompt in settin 


up an Inquiry into the massacre; and. 


Janner’s visit to the Colony has been 
useful. Up to the present, the old- 
established Jewish Communities in the 
Arab lands have lived on tolerable, 
though anxious, terms with their Arab 
neighbours. It is lamentable, as 
been pointed out in the House, that the 
only large-scale disorder should have 
taken place in a territory under British 
protection. The subject of Aden con- 
tinues to be raised at question time, but 
full answers can only be given when the 
Commission of Inquiry issues its report. 

Among peaceful Jews, Arabs, and 
Christians a major anxicty continues for 
the safety of Jerusalem and the Holy 
Places. It springs not from an im- 
reading of the U.N. settlement, 
ut from the fear that the Internationa 
Regime for the Holy City may not have 
the physical power to uphold itself 
against lawlessness. Sir Ralph Glyn has 
tabled a question for February 18, ask- 
ing “how the Government intend to 
meet the responsibility of the British 
Administration to hold the situation in 
Jerusalem and the special international 
area, so that the International Regime 
takes over in a suitable atmosphere when 
coming into existence, two months after 
the evacuation of the armed forces of 
the Mandatory Power. 
question is answered and not dodged, 
Britain may for the first time announce 
positive support for a U.N. recommenda- 
tion on Palestine.

| STATUTE 


Plans for Legislative 
Council 


The United Nations published on 
Monday a Draft Statute for the Jerusa- 
lem area, drawn up by a committee com- 

sed of representatives of the United 
states, Britain, Australia, China, ‘co, 
and France, which will be submittes to 
the Trusteeship Council next Wednesday. 

The Statute provides that the United 
Nations will guarantee the territorial 
integrity of Jerusalem and the mainten- 
ance of a special international regime. 
In the event of aggression or the threat of 
aggression, the Security Council would be 
informed. 

The City of Jerusalem is to be de- 
militarised, and no para-military forma- 
tions, exercises or activities will be 
pebocges within its borders. A_ special 
orce will be organised to maintain order 
and protect the holy places. This force 
will be selected, as far as possible, with- 
out distinction as to nationality, but it 
would not include citizens of Jerusalem, 
nor of the Arab or Jewish States. 


Governor's Supreme Authority 


The Statute further provides that the 
Governor of the international zone shall 
be appointed for a three-year term and 
be eligible for re-appointment. No citizen 
of Jerusalem, nor of the Jewish or Arab 
States, shall be eligible for the post. The 
Governor will have supreme executive 
authority, subject only to the instructions 
of the Trusteeship Council. 

The six-man working committee sub- 
mitted three plans for a _ Legislative 
Council. Ihe first suggests that the 
Council shall consist of a single Chamber 
composed of Jerusalem citizens over the 
age of 25 who do not apply for citizen- 
ship of either the Arab or Jewish State; 
the second plan proposes that the 
Council should be composed of 40 mem- 
bers, of whom 18 would be elected by 
Jews and the same number by Arabs, 
while the other four representatives 
would be elected by other sections of the 
population ;. the third plan suggests that 
the Council consist of 30 members with 
equal representation for Arabs, Jews, 
and Christians. 

The Legislative Council will serve for 
four years, but this term could be pro- 
longed by the Governor. Decisions 
would be taken by a simple majority of 
those members present. 


Independent Judicial System 


The. city will have an independent 
judicial system, including a Supreme 
Court appointed by the Trusteeship 


Council. 

Residents of the Jewish and Arab 
States, as well as foreign visitors, will 
have free access to Jerusalem. 

Immigration into the international area 
will be controlled by the Governor acting 
under Trusteeship Council instructions. 

Arabic and akeew will be the official 
languages, but English and French will 
be recognised as working languages. 
There is to be an adequate primary and 
secondary school education maintained 
on an equitable basis for the Arab and 
Jewish Communities in their respective 
languages. 

Jerusalem will be included within the 
Palestine economic union, but would 
operate its own central bank and conduct 
international financial Operations on its 
own faith and credit. 

Municipalities within the zone would 
have wide powers of local autonomy, 
according to the 


The Jewish Agency has given notice of 
objections to a number of the provisions 
of the Statute, particularly of the debar- 
ring of “some of the ablest Jewish 
politicians and administrators’ from 
the Legislative Council by restricting its 
membership to citizens of Jerusalem. 


OIL FROM THE MIDDLE 
EAST 


Prospects of Industrialisation 


The Middle East still has large unex- 
plored mineral potentialities, according 
to a report by the United Nations 
Economic Affairs Department in - Lake 
Success last week. 

“ At present, the Middle East conitri- 
butes about 9.5 per cent of the world’s 
oil production, compared with 6.1 per 
cent in 1939,” the report continues. 
“ Refining capacity in the area has been 
imcreased considerably, thus keeping pace 
with the increase in production. The 
Middle East is an important potential 
source for hydro-electricity, which could 
be generated from the Nile, Jordan, 
Euphrates, and Tigris. 

“ The prospect of industrialisation in 
the Middle East depends to a consider- 
able degree on increasing the purchasing 
power of the masses, so as to constitute 
an effective demand for the industrial 
products of the area,” the report con- 
cludes. —(Reuter).

Order out of Chaos 


{By a Curonicie Reporter] 


Mr. S. Z. Abramov, a lawyer from 
Palestine and a director of the London 
Palestine Investment Company § and 
several of its subsidiary companies, has 
arrived in London for a short visit. He 
discussed with me some of the economic 
problems resulting from the present up- 
heaval, and the measures taken to over- 
come them. 

The most important problem has been 
transport, and a great deal of energy 


and thought has been devoted to the tas 
of clearing roads and ensuring safe con- 
voys. As a result, the dislocation which 
existed in the middle of January has now 
been remedied. 

So far from the Mandate being opera- 

tive until May 15, the’ British Admini- 
stration has already broken down, he 
said. But parallel with that there has 
been a gradual taking over by the Jews 
in their part of Palestine, so far as has 
been possible to a non-Governmental 
agency. 
One of the great achievements has 
been the arrangements, made | 
through the Jewish municipalities, for an 
equitable distribution of supplies, with 
the result that there is to-day no Black 
Market among the Jews in Palestine. 

In many parts of the country, courts 
have closed down, but some = special 
courts have been set up to deal with the 
violation of internal regulations. 


CYPRUS IMMIGRANTS 
BEATEN ? 


The Central Committee of the Jewish 
immigrant camps in Cyprus, which last 
week denied New York Press reports that 
Communist agents were among the 15,000 
Jews who arrived in the Pan York and 
Pan Crescent, alleges that three of the 
immigrants were beaten after being in- 
terrogated by “a British officer. who 
stated he had been specially sent to con- 
duct the investigation and was a member 
of the Palestine C.1.D.” 

he immigrants, it added, were in- 
formed that no questions would be asked 
about illegal immigration, and the officer 
“was concerned only with information 
about Soviet activities in Bulgaria and 
Rumania, and particularly information 
concerning the number, nature, and kind 
of Soviet vessels in the Black Sea, des- 
cription of Soviet armaments in Bulgaria, 
and details of Soviet troop movements.” 

The statement said that the immigrants 
knew nothing of these matters, and their 
ignorance seemed to anger the officer, 
who maintained they. were withholding 
information. Three of them are said to 
have been beaten before being sent back 
to camp under escort. 

“We are neither Soviet nor British 
Agents,” the statement concludes. “* We 
are Jews on our way to join our people 
in Palestine.””— Reuter)

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ECONOMY OF THE JEWISH STATE 


Bright Prospects 
[By a Jewish CHRONICLE Reporter} 


There were two outstanding charac- 
ceristics Of Palestinian economy, said Mr. 
ian Mikardo, M.P., addressing the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club recenily. The 
Grst was that it was an economy of 
expansion. In the sixteen years between 
1922 and 1938 the population of Pales- 
tne had doubled itself; the annual out- 
put had nearly trebled, while the annual 
consumption had doubled 

The second major characteristic of 
Palestine’s economy was that it was 
dynamic. Even within the period of the 
present Aliyah there had beén shifts in 
valance as between agriculture and in- 
dustry. In 1946, industrial output had 
riven from a previous 19 per cent to 26 
per cent of a much larger total. To-day 
it was industry and not agriculture that 
had become the greatest single contri- 
butor to the wealth of the country. In 
the seventeen years from 1922 to 1939 
the capital assets of Palestinian economy 
had gone up by 401 per cent, a great 
which was absorbed by the needs 
of the increased population. But the in- 


crease. of capital assets per head was 
ab (13 per cent of all the population, 
Jew. and Arab. A quite consider: ible 


proportion of this capital came through 


the Keren Kayemet and the eren 
Havesod: no interest was paid on it, 

id it represented capiial that was 
devoted to economic projects and, there- 


fore. helped to fertilise other capital as 
well 


(hanging Agriculture 


\criculture was changing from exten- 
sive Intensive, in. the direction of 
grt concentration upon market gar- 
dening and dairy farming. There was 


an increase in cattle and poultry, a sharp 
decrease. citrus. and a considerable 
mt of fruits for 
onsumption ; ‘getables and 
potatoes head almost doubied in output. 


The ‘total increase as a result of this 
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change in Jewish agriculture. notwith- 
standing a drop m citrus, was 85 per 
cent, which compared with an increase 


of 16 per cent for Arab output in the 
same period. 

Mr. Mikardo pointed out that four 
major economic problems faced the 
Jewish Siate. The first was that pre- 
sented by large-scale immigration A 
large proportion of the immigrants 
would be, at any rate in the initial 
Stages, non-productive; there would be 
a disproportionate number of older 
people, and a large number would be 
children Also large numbers would 
need retraining, and it had been esti- 
mated by the Jewish Agency that the 
rehabilitation cost of an immigrant. 
Measured in capital investment in that 
person, was about £P.700. If they multi- 
plied that by. say. 100.000. it would 

make £P.70.000.000 

Another obvious problem was that the 
State would be surrounded by hostile 
neighbours, and the needs of defence 
would divert a considerable number of 
the nation’s best manpower. 

Adverse Trade Balance 

The Palestinian deficit was much greater 
in proportion than the British, in regard 
to visible exports and imports. In 1922 
Palestine exported goods to the value of 
£4000,000, and imported £5,500.000 
thus having a deficit of £1.500.000.

Joint Planning 


There were in Palestine very few large- 
scale yvesicd interests, and scarcely any 
international carteh. In the Histadrut 
thes had the actual mechanics of Stule 
planning. They would be able to use 
the money collected in. taxes. for the 
benefit of the people of the State. Jewish 
Palestine had in the Past contributed 
about two-thirds of the total taxes and 
had got back about one-quarter of the 
tota!l 

Dealing with economic = relations 
between. the Arab and Jewish States, Mr. 
Mikardo said there would have to be 
joint planning because there was a large 
degree of. inter-dependence, an obvious 
example being common services, roads, 
railways, and electric grid, and the wate: 
pipes, which had been designed without 
any thought of partition, 

The Arab State would be dependent on 
the Jewish State for manufactured goods, 
for such services as transport, hospitals, 
and other social services, and for mar- 
kets for their food products.

The Rev. Ephraim 
Levine’s Criticisms

Suggestions for creating a healthy and 
influential Jewish ministry were made by 
the Rev. Ephraim Levine, when he spoke 
on “ The Angio-Jewish Ministry,” at a 
meeting organised by the 
at Friends House, Euston 
Road, London. Ur Israel Feldman 
presided. 

Mr. Levine deciared that the real 
turning pomt im the Angio-Jewish Minis- 
try was the creation of the United 
Synagogue. He thought, however, that 
the Unned Synagogue had never been 
able to realise that some men were fiticd 
for one thing and others for another—it 
had only realised that some men were 
fired for nothing. The Minister was 
sometimes expected to be a preacher, a 
scholar, a secretary, and a social worker, 
and all that tended to dissipate his 
energies. By giving more play to a mans 
individuality, the community could have 
developed a much stronger Ministry. 


Experience of Life Needed 


it was extremely difficult for a person 
who had not had the experience of life, 
the suffering and sorrow, to become an 
effective speaker, and he thought the 
United Synagogue might adopt the 
system of attaching a beginner to a syna- 
ogue where he could gain knowledge 
rom a man of experience and where he 
could develop his own wers 

Mr. Levine asked whether adequate 
attenuion was given to those who were 
studying at Jews College. There was a 
tendency to concentrate too much on 
book learning, and although he did not 
depreciate Jewish learning he believed 
that the community needed men of wide 
outlook who were capable ol interpret- 
ig events and offering solutions to prob- 
lems 

Mr. Levine hoped that the present 
system of having a competition Sabbath 
afier Sabbath between the candidates tor 
a munisterial post as to who could 
speak better would be abandoned. A 
central body should imterview = and 
appomt the candidates 


Work afairty Allocated 


With regard to social work, Mr. Levine 
said the Minister was expected to do 
work among the poor and to be a 
member of various committees of the 
community. Those were very important 
things, but there should be a fairer allo- 
cation of the work 

When the Festivals came round, the 
Ministers were bombarded with pleas to 
make appeals for that and this cause. 
He had set himself against appealing im 
the synagogue for specific causes because

ECONOMIC UNION IN 
PALESTINE 


Ecosoe’s Discussions 


[From our Own Correspondent] 
GENEVA. 


Important questions bearmg on Pales- 
time and the Middle East are among the 
matters to be discussed by the United 
Nations Economic and Social Council, 
which opened its latest session at Lake 
Success last week. 

In accordance with the partition 
decisions adopted by the General 
Assembly, an economic union of the 
Jewish and Arab States is to be set up 
for Palestine, to be administered by a 
Joint Economic Board of nine, each 
State to appoint three members, and che 
remaining three to be appointed by the 
Economic and Social Council. 

The conditions are that these must not 
be Palestine citizens, and that they must 
be chosen in an individual capacity. 
They will serve for a three-year term in 
the first instance. It will be the task of 
the Economic and Social Council, at the 
present session, to consider arrangements 
in connection with the election of its 
three appointees 


Middle East Co-operation 


Also on Ecosoc’s agenda the 
uestion of establishing an Economic 
‘ommission for the Middle East, on the 
lines of those already existing for Europe 
and for the Far East. The matter was 
referred to Ecosoc by the General 
Assembly, with an-invitation to consider 


it. The relevant Assembly resolution 
recognised that co-operative measures 
among all Middle Eastern countries 


could be of practical assistance in raising 
both the level of economic activity and 
the local standard of living of those 
countries and help to strengthen their 
economic relations with the rest of che 
world 

The present session of Ecosoc will 
have before it the report of the Com- 
mission of Human Rights, which met last 
in Geneva in December, and completed 
drafts of an International Declaration 
and an International Convention on 
Human Rights In the meantime, the 
drafts have been circulated to Govern- 
ments for their comments... The Com- 
mission's recommendations on the Pre- 
venuon of Discrimination and ‘the 
Protection of Minorities will also come 
up for discussion 

Another Draft Convention to be dis- 
cussed by Ecosoc will be that on Geno- 
cide. Ecosoc having been requested by 
the General Assembly to continue work 
on: the convention without waiting for 
the observations of. all member Govern- 
ments and to report to the next meet- 
ing of the General Assembly this year.

Forty Jews Arrested 


Troops have been withdrawn from the 
Jewish DP. camp at Heidenheim, near 
Stuttgart, where an inmate, Israel Glux, 
aged 32, died from bayonet wounds 
inflicted when, it is alleged, he resisted 
arrest during a search of the camp by 
American troops. 

Army headquarters state that 
Glux was bayoneted after he had hit a 
guard and attempted to escape. The 
authonties consider the matter closed. 
Forty other Jews were arrested during 
the raid 

Officials of Jewish organisations, how- 
evcr, have begun an inquiry into charges 
by the refugees that Giux was allowed 
to bleed to death. Mr. William Haber,

Senate Speech Criticises 
Government

WASHINGTON 

In a speech in the U.S. Senate, Sena- 
tor James E. Murray (Democrat, Mon- 
tana) utged the U.S. Government to 
permit American Jewish boys “to help 
in the fight for Jewish survival in 
Palestine,” just as America allowed 
greai numbers of its citizens to volunteer 
in the defence of Finland, England. and 
France at a time when the US. was 
neutral.

REFUGEES CANARD 


The U.S. Secretary of State, Mr. 


George Marshall, stated at his weekly 
Press conference here that the State 
Denartment has been informed of a 


group of 150 to 200 Communists dis- 
covered among the Jewish immigrants 
aboard the vessels Pan York and Pan 
Crescent which were intercepted in the 
Mediterranean recently on their way to 
Palestine. He admitted that he did not 
know on what authority the report was 
based, but promised to inquire whether 
the information was obtained indepen- 
dently by the State Department or from 
the British Government 
Following the Press conference, Mr.

humanitarian grounds at Lake Success 

As President of the Sefardi Com- 
munity, Mr. Eliachar ts in possession of 
detailed information regarding the 
massacre in Aden and the disturbances 
in Bahrein. Aleppo, and Beiru He 


maintains that while it 8 officially 
admitted that 78 Jews were killed in the 
Aden pogrom, other sources estimate the 
number at 145. Most. of the property 
of Aden Jewry was destroyed. burned or 
looted, and this historic community now 
wishes to leave the country as soon as 
possible Aden Jewry. he points out, 
is composed of British subjects, who have 
always been loyal and devoted to Britain 


Arab Attacks on Camp 


Jews in the Sheikh-Othman camp, 
near Aden, which shelters Yemenite 
refugees in transit for Palestine, suffered 
greatly in the recent Arab attacks, and 
many now fear that the British Govern- 
ment is considering repatriating them to 
the Yemen. Should this be done. thet 


survival is unlikely. Any children repatri- 
ated, unaccompanied by their parents 
would be entrusted to the Mosiem pricsts 
and converted by force to Islam. in 
accordance with Yemen law 

The twelve synagogues- and most of 
the Jewish quarter of Aleppo were 
burned down. No exact figuresgof the 
casualties exists. but it is known that a 
large number were injured. ft 1s esti- 
mated that about 3,000 Jews fled to 
Beirut. They dare not return to Aleppo. 

In Beirut. conditions are almost as 
bad as at Aleppo. A bomb was thrown 
into the house of a Jew. who refused to 
contribute to the Arab fund for fighting 
the Jews in Palestine Another was 
thrown at the Alliance Israéhite school, 
causing considerable damage 

All Jewish students at the American 
College and at the French University 
and schools have been ordered to leave 
the Lebanon 

In Bahrein. an island in the Persian 
Gulf. 35 families lost all their possessions 
when they were atiacked by a mob. One 
person was killed. and 67 seriously 
wounded

THE CITY OF 
JERUSALEM 


JERUSALEM 1s still, as the Psalmist 
described it, beautiful in elevation; but it 
is no longer a city built all compact. It %s 
bafflingly divided between separate securit 
zones of the British, cut off by barbed wire 
and sentry posts, zones of the Jews, cut off 
by street barriers, and zones of the Arabs, 
cut off by street barriers and gunmen. It ts 
to-day the centre of the civil strife in 
Palestine between the Jews and Arabs. By 
day and by night there are sniping and 
explosions in the old walled city and in the 
suburbs of the modern city. The main 
roads to Tel-Aviv, Bethlehem, and Jericho 
are frequently under fire, and the road which 
reads to Mount Scopus and the Mount of 
Olives, and ts the communication with the 
Hadassah Hospital, the largest of the city, 
and with the Hebrew University, has been 
dangerous for many weeks. lhe situation 
of 1.500 Jews in the Old City has been pre- 
carious since the beginning of the troubles. 
The Arabs are attempting to force them out 
of the Jewish quarter ; and they are fed by 
convoys taken in by the Army. The Govern- 
ment will not take steps. to remove Arab 
barriers at the gates of the City, but it has 
endeavoured to get the heads of all religious 
communities to jom an appeal for making 
the Old City a sanctuary. It is still hopeful 
of obtaining a result, but that result would 
only stay hostilities in the smaller part of 
the municipal area 

Ihe Jewish population has been torced 
out of several suburbs into entirely Jewish 
areas in the centre; similarly Arabs have 
been forced out of mainly Jewish suburbs 
by fear of reprisals. For some weeks the 
main Government offices were deserted by 
the officials, because of fear of attack in 
approaching them. Ihe Law-Courts and the 
Post Office were virtually closed. All this 
has been taking place while a large force of 
British police and British soldiers and air- 
men is in and around the Citv. That force 
for law and order will. come to an end, 
according to present plans, by the middle of 
May. when the British administration is to 
leave 


The City of Jerusaiem, with the area 
around it, which includes Bethlehem and has 
a tote! population of 200,000, is the direct 
responsibility of the United Nations. It is not 
to be in the Jewish State or in the Arab State. 
but ts to be administered as an international 
trusteeship by. the United Nations through 
a Governor. [tts to be, in fact, as mandates 
of the League of Nations were meant to be. 
a sacred trust of civilisation. “The Special 
Commission of the United Nations on 
Palestine observed that. religious peace in 
Jerusalem ts necessary for maintaining 
peace in the Arab and Jewish States. while 
disturbances in the Holy City would have 
far-reaching consequences extending beyond 
Palestine. Giving effect to that idea. the 
General Assembly declared that the special 
objectives of the administering authority 
for Jerusalem should be: 

fa) tO protect and preserve the unique 

spiritual and retigious imteresis in the city of 
the three great monotheistic faiths and to 
assure that order and peace. particularly 
religious peace, reign in Jerusalem : 
{b) to foster co-operation among all the 
inhabitants of the city, in their’ own interests 
as well as in order to encourage and support 
peaceful development of mutual relations 
between the two Palestinian peoples through- 
out the Holy Land : 

the City of Jerusalem, said the United 
Nations, shall be demilitarised, its neutrality 
shall be declared and preserved, and no 
para-military formation, exercises, or activi- 
ties shall be permitted within its borders. 
Ihe Governor of the City, who must not be 
a citizen of the Jewish or the Arab State. 
is to be appointed by the Trusteeship 
Council, and to assist in the maintenance of 
internal law and order he is to organise an 
adequate police force of which the members 
shall be recruited outside Palestine. 


lt is essential, in view of all this, that the 
Governor should be appointed forthwith, 
and that he should set about the enlistment 
of the police force, so that he may take over 
responsibility for the City as soon as the 


British administration leaves, besides imple- 
menting the provision about demilitarisa- 
tion. There must be no interregnum. Other- 
wise there will be anarchy; and it is to be 
feared that Jerusalem, with all its holy 
places and religious buildings; may be 
turned into a shambles. It 1s essential, also, 
that the Governor should be able to main- 
tain security on the main roads round the 
city, and to protect the water supply, most of 
which is brought by a pipeline from the 
coastal plain. If prompt measures are taken 
by the United Nations in accordance with 
their decision of last November—the Draft 
Statute for the City is to come before the 
Trusteeship Council at its meeting next 
week—Jerusalem will offer the one hopeful 
focus of peace in the Holy Land. 


The British Government and people have 
a responsibility for Jerusalem which they 
cannot altogether repudiate. For nearly 30 
years they have been responsible for the 
peace of Jerusalem as trustees of the League 
of Nations. They continue to share responsi- 
bility with the other members of the United 
Nations for law and order in the city which 
will be under international government 
when the mandate comes to an end. Should 
they be requested by the Security Council 
or the Assembly to help in maintaining law 
and order in the City, until the police force 
is established and operating, they should 
surely not refuse. The members of all 
communities and the heads of all the 
religions should co-operate in establishing 
the Truce of God in the city of the three 
faiths 


CHIEF RABBINATE. 


CLEAR thinking, particularly this 
moment, is essential for the future well- 
being of Anglo-Jewry. This ts especially so 
in the matter of the forthcoming election of 
a new Chief Rabbi. It ts an open secret 
that meetings to discuss the election have 
been in progress for some months, but a 
critical stage appears to have been reached 
in the relationship between the various 
synagogal bodies whose representatives have 
hitherto been meeting together 


The Council of the United Synagogue, on 
whom, in accordance with Clause 8 of the 
Deed of Foundation and Trust, 1871, is 
placed the responsibility for convening the 
Electoral College, invited the Federation of 
Synagogues and the other bodies from the 
Provinces and the Dominions contributing 
to the maintenance of the Chief Rabbinate 
to send delegates This tmvitation was 
accepted and in due course the Electoral 
College met and later adjourned, having first 
resolved to set up a Committee to consider 
and report upon certain matters, among 
them the duties, privileges, and conditions 
attached to the office of Chief Rabbi 

It became apparent in Committee, how- 
ever, that the Federation were not prepared 
to accept a binding decision of the Chief 
Rabbi in cases where such a decision might 
not coincide with a majority opinion of the 
Beth Din, but would only accept what 
amounts to the joint jurisdiction of the 
Chief Rabbi and Beth Din, They further 
insisted on this joint jurisdiction’s being 
accepted by the United Synagogue and the 
other contributing congregations. The 
United Synagogue is, of course, precluded 
by Clause 3 of the Deed of Foundation and 
Trust from accepting any jurisdiction in 
ecclesiastical matters other than that of the 
Chief Rabbi, and there are other congrega- 


tions whose constitution prohibits them. 


from such a denial of the Chief Rabbi's 
authority. The Committee offered the 
Federation a compromise resolution, under 
whose terms the Federation (or any other 
synagogal body so disposed, if its constitu- 
tion did not forbid it) would be empowered 
itself to accept majority dectsions of the Beth 
Din, although the other synagogal bodies 
would adhere to the undisputed authorjty of 
the Chief Rabbi; but the Federation felt 
itself unable to accept such an offer. On 
the basis, apparently, of the incompatibility 
of outlook, it has now been decided by the 
convenors of the conference that the attitude 
of the Federation amounts to a withdrawal 
from the whole proceedings, and the Federa- 
tion, although members of the Electoral 
College-——having sent their delegates to it 
originally—-have not been invited to the 
adjourned meeting of the full body. But 
once having received an invitation § to 
become a member of the Electoral Col- 
lege, the Federation continues to be a 
member of until it actually resigns, 
and it is clear from the letter published 


on page 13 of this issue that it does not 
consider itself to have done so. 

Disagreement in a committee does not 
necessarily lead to resignation from the 
Electoral College. The Federation would 
appear to be still entitled to attend the 
adjourned meeting and, if it wishes, to move 
a reference back of the Committee's report, 
or, in an extreme case, to ask the Electoral 
College to override it; moreover, its repre- 
sentatives are surely entitled to state their 
views to the Electoral College, who can 
determine the issue one way or the other. 
For the sake of communal unity, therefore, 
the Federation should even at this late 
hour be invited to attend the adjourned 
meeting. 

Whatever may be the individual opinions 
on the question of the Chief Rabbi's 
authority, and however much the Federa- 
tion’s insistence on a form of joint juris- 
diction between the Chief Rabbi and the 
Beth Din runs counter to the tradition and 
usage that has grown up with the British 
Chief Rabbinate, there is no gainsayang the 
right of the Federation still to attend the 
full meeting of delegates and to urge what 
in its view is proper. To deprjve the 
Federation of its final opportunity in this 
way is likely in the event to undermine the 
influence of the Chief Rabbi. 


SHECHITA BOARD 


IN February, 1946, the London Board for the 
Affairs of Shechita appointed its now famous 
Committee of Inquiry. Two years have gone 
by, and the community is still left wondering 
what practical benefit has come out of that 
Committee's hush-hush Report and all the 
agitated discussions which followed it. Bewil- 
derment will be increased by the proceedings 
at last week's meeting. which was extraordinary 
in more than one sense of the word. One of 
the Board’s by-laws requires a meeting to be 
held at least every three months, but it seems 
that for the past half-century no one has paid 
any attention to this requirement. The Presi- 
dent, Mr. Isaac Landau, considers two half- 
yearly meetings quite sufficient, and expressed 


his regret that seven members had requisitioned: 


a Statutory meeting. He was further aggrieved 
that certain members, supporting a motion for 
the appointment of another sub-committee of 
inquiry, felt that the administrative machinery 
of the Board was not functioning efficiently 
and required more thorough investigation. 
Public confidence in the Board's present 
management will scarcely be restored as a 
result of last week’s meeting. Indeed, to the 
growing criticism there is likely to be added a 
certain cynicism over the possibility of righting 
matters under an ancient regime which never 
seems to change. It is deplorable that this 
should be the prevailing attitude towards an 
institution that ts vital to our religious organisa- 
tion. Few can doubt that a thorough. overhaul 
of the Board’s working has long been overdue. 
It was urged by the Vice-President, Mr. 
Lionel Cohen, in defenee of the Board, that it 
is a body with limited powers and no real 
control over the supply of kasher meat. All 
the more reason is there, then, for its work to 
be properly co-ordinated with that of such 
other bodies as the Kashrus Commission and 
the Beth Din, and with the Ministry of Food. 
Neither the interests of the average Jewish 
household nor the good repute of the com- 
munity will be secured under the present 
system. 
MARC CHAGALL 

On the London hoardings a poster has 
appeared with an appeal very different from the 
usual blatant advertisement. In charming and 
delicate line it depicts “ King Solomon Playing 
the Harp.” With this lovely example of the 
artist's work, it invites the beholder to visit 
the Mare Chagall exhtbition the Tate 
Gallery. All who would enjoy a feast of 
colour and fantasy will wish to see this 
exhibition, which, under the auspices of the 
Arts Council of Great Britain, will remain open 
until the end of February. Out of the drab 
reality of the London streets, with their remin- 
ders of economic stringency, one steps into a 
wonderland of poetry and imagination. It ts 
true that the heart and feelings must be attuned 
to this atmosphere of make-believe. Whlliam 
Blake conversed with angels in our Metropolis, 
while Francis Thompson saw Jacob's ladder 
“pitched betwixt Heaven and Charing Cross.” 
Only in this spirit can one expect to enter ‘nto 
the realm of delight which Chagall reveals to 
us. From one point of view, it may be regarded 
as a Chassidic interpretation of this mortal life. 
Or it may be considered as an expression of 
the soul of the wandering Jew, of that “ luft- 
mensch mentality which, in its better connota- 
tion, refuses to remain earth-bound. In these 
paintings can also be seen the grotesque tragi- 
comedy of the Galut, which combines tears 
and laughter in its own unique fashion. 
Another side of his genius is shown in the 
superb series of etchings illustrating the Bible, 
which are instinct with human feeling. But it 
would be a mistake to analyse overmuch the 
creations of one who is probably the greatest 
living Jewish artist. His magical works are here 
for our delight and refreshment.

DR. MATTUCK’S RETIREMENT 


Tue forthcoming retirement of Dr. Mattuck 
from the active ministry of the Libera! Jewish 
Synagogue and his translation to the ranks of the 
“ emeriti ” represents a stage in the history of a 
movement as well as in the life of an indiyiduaj 
Thirty-six years ago, when Dr. Mattuck came 
to this country from the U.S.A... the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue was barely in existence He 
has presided over its numerical and fin, 


its 
development, and, inspired by Claude Moun 


fiore, he helped to frame its ritua! and 
made it the centre from which a4 smal] 
‘ diocese of branch synagogues derive their 


inspiration and support. That Dr. Mattuck 
has had the opportunity of doing thes 
things is due, first, to the largemindedness of 
the founders of the Synagogue in allowing the 
greatest freedom to their young Rabbi. and, 
secondly, to the tendency of the Liber) 


SVna- 
gogue to recruit to itself many of thoce whe 
while feeling the pull of their Jewishness, are 


yet what might be termed illiterate in my» 
of Judaism, a circumstance which must lend 
itself to the personal ascendancy of the 
minister. That Dr. Mattuck used th; oppor. 
tunity, and used it to the full, is due to his 
strong personality, his capacity as 4 teacher 
and organiser, and, above all, his faith in his 
ideals. The colour which Dr. Mattuck has viven 
to English Liberal Judaism is largely that of the 
environment of his own formative years 
American reform Judaism of the 19h century 


betrayed an adolescent contempt for traditional 
practices and set its heart on the e pression 
of universalist ethics. Its leaders had rebelled 
against the constraints of European !ife. and to 
some extent they considered it a duty to the 


great free country which gave them refuge to 
turn their backs on European ways. In direet- 
ing this system into the English atmosphere 
which breathes conservatism, Dr. Matiuck was 
taking a bold chance, It cannot be said that 
the attempt entirely succeeded. Libera! Judaism. 


although it has a chain of synagogues, has 
neither caught the prevailing breeze nor set the 
tide flowing. Under the impact cf wir, mur- 
murings against the old dispensation are said to 
have been heard even in St. Johns Wood Road. 
The presence of scholarly exponents of Liberal 
Judaism as understood on the Continent has 


shown that there may be a “ Third Force” 
between the two extremes. How these tem 


dencies will develop we cannot forcie!!, but the 
vigorous life which at the moment characterises 
the Liberal Jewish Synagogue indicates that th 


leaders. of Liberal Judaism have accepted 
the challenge either to alter their course or stand 
becalmed. From June, Dr. Mattuck’s mantle will 
descend on the Rev. L. L Edgar, Assoctate 
Minister at St. John’s Wood Road. whose® 
work as an Army Chaplain earned nm the 
praise of all sections of the Jewish Community. 


ORIENTAL JEWISH COMMUNITIES 


One of the most alarming features of the 
present position in the Middle Eust ts the acute 
danger in which the Jewish Commugites ® 
Moslem lands are now living, a danger which 
has been brought forcibly to public notice dy 
the murderous attacks made on some of thos 
communities since the announcement of the 
United Nations’ decision on Palestine. Between 
seven and eight hundred thousand Jew 
live in those parts, 300,000. of them ® 
States which are members of ‘the Arab League 
The majority of these Jews form communities 
with ancient and historic traditions, but then 
close connection with the life of their native 
lands, and their long-proved loyalty have not 
prevented their respective Governments from 
treating them as “hostages” in the campaige 
against the United Nations’ partition decision 
Cruel repressions applied to them, and threats 
of worse to follow, it. had been hoped, would 
help to prevent the establishment of a Jewiss 
State in Palestyae. Oppression has been intensr 
fied.. and the outlook is now extremel) 
On page 41 of this. issue a 
interview is printed with Mr. Elie Eliachat, 
a leader of the Sefardi Jews in Palestine, whe 
is now visiting Britain to bespeak aid tor the 
suffering Oriental Jewries. The situation which 
Mr. Eliachar describes is of the gravest chara 
ter. It is one which threatens not onl) Jews 
but also the whole conception of Internationa 
peace and morality as embodied in the Charter 
of. the United Nations. Agreements about 
human rights and fundamenta! freedoms 
become meaningless when incitements 
lawry and massacre can thus be pre iched a 
impunity by Arab leaders, Jewish bodies ae 
and other countries have made thei! protess 
and the World Jewish Congress has submittee ” 
memorandum to the United Nations Econom 
and Social Council on the matter, While 
to be regretted that this approach scems “te 
again to have been made in unilatera 
and therefore less forceful—fashion eit 
everything to be said for the placing coseet 
question immediately on the agenda of er 
and the undertaking of an urgent inquiry" 
the situation in the various territories 
cerned, so that remedial measures might 
taken before it is too late. There ar, a 
many reasons why Britain should 
in making protest and taking 
measures.

NUREMBERG TRIAL 


Nuremberg: The Facts, the Law and 
the C vences. By PeTer CaLvo- 
CORESS!I. hatto and Wi 8s. 6d.

Anyone who has the slightes; doubt 
about the essential justice of the Nurem- 
berg trial and its outcome should read 
this sober and balanced account, and the 
careful historical and iegal argument 
which # embodrs. Not that the author 
is without his misgivings. .The human 
mind shies away from horrors when they 
are on this scale, and even Mr, Calvo- 
coressi 8 a little prone to sentimentalise 
on the subsequent muserics of the Ger- 
mans which are so infinitely less than 
those of their victims, People have to 
be reminded that twelve million murders 
at the least were deliberately commiutied 
as a part of national policy. 


Case Against the Military 


Mr, Calvocoressi is particularly dis- 
turbed at the Tribunal’s decision that i 
could not make a declaration of group 
criminality agaist the military leadership 
of Germany as a whole. The case against 
the military, as he examines it, and as it is 
described m the passages from General 
Taylors speech for the prosecution 
(quoted as one of several useful docu- 
mentary appendices), makes this more 
than ever explicable, and its consequences 
may be deadly. 

There is.’ writes Mr. Calvocoressi, 
* a great deal of talk nowadays about the 
dangers of a conflict between the Anglio- 
Saxon powers and the Soviet Union, but 
there 1S a greater danger than that 

the danger that, at first unperceived 
and later, perhaps; not unwelcomed in 
some quarters, the industrious Germans 
may once more rise to a position of 
dominance in Europe. 
what? Industrious and muilitarist? To-day 
in Germany the officers are still poten- 
tially the strongest group in the country.” 

It is a pity, m view of the fact that (as 
the author remarks) the paper restricvions 
prevented proper newspaper reporting of 
the case, his book went to press too 
early for him to mention the publication 
of the official transcript now proceeding, 
or the American prosecution's publica- 
tion of its documents.

Spirit of the Trees. Compiled by Ruth 
Alston Cresswell. Society of the Men of 
the Trees (Abbotsbury, Dorset). 128 


ius ‘delightful anthology of poems 
about trees ranges from the earhest umes 
to the present day. An inspiring fore- 
word by Miss V. Sackville-West takes a 
text from Deuteronomy for its theme, 
and the selections appropriately include 
several Biblical passages. One lovely 
verse from Isaiah which is quoted in the 
English rendering, common tothe 
Authorised and Revised versions, reads: 
“The glory of Lebanon. shall come 
unto thee, the fir tree, the pme tree, and 
‘he box together, to beautify the place of 
My sanctuary; and 1 will make the place 
ot My feet glorious:’” Yet the three trees 
which the Prophet here mentions should 
more correctly be rendered as “ the 
cypress, the plane-tree, and the larch.” 

Not a few of the English poeis repre- 
senied in this book use language which 
1s inspired by Biblical imagery, as in the 
moving quotation from Mr. Richard 
Church’s “ Twentieth Century Psalter.” 
Like others, he sees in the plantme of 
trees. a sacred labour of healing and 
redempuon after years of destruction. 
Lucy Larcom’s poem, “Planting a Tree,” 
well describes the feelings of hope and 
and peace, which fill the 


joy. of life 
hearts o those who undertake this work. 


‘Included in this anthology are verses of 


distinction by at least two Anglo-Jewish 
writers, Amy Levy's “A London Plane- 
Tree.” and Humbert Wolfe's Labur- 
num ” and * The Lilac.” The book has 
been published to further the cause of 
tree-planting in Britain. Its theme rust 
certainly appeal to those who onserve a 
New Year for Trees among their 
cherished festivals. H.H.

The pom: about Chagall to be care- 
fully borne in mind by the newcomer 
to his art is that at all costs one must 
avoid searching for hidden meanings and 
profound latent symbolisms, for. in an 
intellectual sense, there are none; the 
pictures are what they are and that's -hat 
—you either like them or you don’t. In 
his own words, and they are refresomnegly 
authentic, he declares:

THE PURPOSE OF MARRIAGE 


By DAYAN 1. 


"THE opening passage of the section of 
the Shulchan Aruch which deals with 
the laws of marriage furnishes the key- 
note tw the purpose and ideal of 
marriage in Judaism: “ Every man has 
the duty to marry in order to procreate 
children 

In His imscrutable wisdom, _ the 
Creator has endowed man and woman 
with the means of propagating the 
species and has laid on them the positive 
duty of exercising that responsibility in a 
relationship with each other which 
springs from Him. From the time when 
man was created, he received al once a 
blessing and a command: “And God 
blessed them and God said unto them, 
Be fruitful and multiply and replentsh 
the earth “(2) This was. the -Divine 
command that moved Isaiah to make his 


eloquent declaration: “God —himselt 
thar formed the earth .. . He- created 
it not in vain, He formed it to be 


inhabited 


Obligation of Motherhood 


The obligation of motherhood _ be- 
stowed upon woman consistent 
throughout our sacred literature and 


indeed represents the primary duty— 
even the ultimate purpose—for which 
she was formed. Thus, when Adam 


names his partner, he calls her Eve 
* because she was the mother of all 
living ‘(4), her name, like all the names 
that Adam gave(5) signifying her major 
function in creation. Within the limits 
of this article, a few illustrations only 
must suffice of an attitude that has been 
held unwaveringly in Judaism ever since. 
The yearning of the Matriachs for child- 
ren is almost the background to our 
people’s early history. Sarah’s unhappy 
barrenness gives way to crowning joy 
when Isaac is born to her in her old 
age. Rebecca, preparing for marriage, 
receives the blessing that she will have 
issue, which remains to this day the verse 
recited to Jewish brides before they join 
their bridegrooms under the canopy(®).

Nor are the Prophets silent on the 
subject. _Ezieke! speaks naturally when 
he says, “And they were mine, and they 
bare sons and daughters (9) of the two 
women im his allegory: and Malachi 
could speak of “seeking a goodly 
seed “"(!0) as the goal of ambition 

In the Hagiographa, too, the same 
ideal is put with all the force and beauty 
of which its inspired writers were capable 
—let but one example suffice The 
Psalmist sings: “Thy wife shall be as a 
fruitful vine by the sides of thine house, 
thy children like olive plants about thy 
table 


Rabbis’ Dictum 
Ihe Rabbis in Talmud and Midrash 


have much to say in the same vem, and 
their own summing-up speaks best for 
itself: “the primary function of a wife 
is 10 bring children into the world ‘('4). 

Man and woman of their nature, then, 
are charged with the procreative duty, 
and in Judaism marriage is the divinely 
ordained institution through which this 
duty may be fulfilled. 

It is not a man-made convention, 
nor simply a legal relationship between 
two parties of opposite sex. It is a 
hallowed. bond, hallowed because, as 
Judaism teaches, it is God-given; and 
altogether characteristic of Jewish life 
and the Jewish outlook is the fact that 
for this reason marriage is called in che 
Rabbinic literature and in the Codes 
“ Kiddushin,” with the clear implication 
of sanctity inherent in that term 

For sanctity is the basis of wedlock 
in Judaism and those who defile it, or 
consciously refuse the procreative obliga- 
tion, are guilty of grave iniquity and are

Charges by Councillor G. D. Franks, 
of Salford City Council, that some of 
his own Labour Party colleagues were 
imbued with a “ deep-rooted hatred and 
anti-Semitic prejudice unworthy of men 
holding privileged positions m a great 
city, were made at the Council’ iasi 
meeting, when the three-month-old dis- 
pute regardime Jewish representation on 
the Education Commitice was taken a 

further. 

ince November, when the Communal 


Rabbi, Dr. A. Altmann, was unseated 
as a member of the Commiuttee, the 
question has been shuttlecocked back 


and forth between the Council and the 
Committee. When, finally, a resoluuon 
to add a co-opted member nomunaied 
by the Communal Council was moved 
in the Education Committee, only .wo 
members voted for it. and it was 
defeated. 

It was this decision which came before 
the City Council on Thursday of last 
week, and it was immediately challenged 
by Councillor S. C. Hamburger, who 
described ut as an affront to democracy 
and religious freedom. Councillor 
Franks supported him. 

The Chairman of the Labour group, 
Alderman F. Cowin, said thai Councillor 
Franks was talking “ rubbish and les” 
and “no question of religious prejudice 
had ever arisen.”

Giving a report ot the Defence Com-

Councillor Franks said: “| will not 
listen to attacks on my people without 
defending myself.” 

Councillor L. M. Lever, President of 
the Council, said that £38,000 had been 
raised tor the Central British Fund since 
the appeal had been launched four weeks 


ago. He also announced that Mr 
Raffles, J.P.. had resigned from the 
Council, and Mr. Herbert Nathan had 


sent in a letter of resignation.

At a meeting of the Leeds Jewish

ing mid-day meals to the incapacitated 
poor 

Mrs. M. Gorwits, Chairman of the 
Mobile Canteen Committee, said the pro- 
ject was filling an important need in the 
community. Since the scheme had been 
introduced a few weeks ago, the demands 
for the service had increased daily. 

Mrs. Charles Sumrie said that now the 
scheme for feeding the incapacitated 

sor was. well launched, a meal service 
or another section of the poor should 
be considered—the aged poor, who, 
although active, found it difficult to 
provide meals each day for themselves. 

Mr. Maurice Harrison, Vice-Chairman 
of the Welfare Committee and Chairman 
ot the Industrial Committee, appealed 
for assistance in. placing unskilled men 
in employment, and asked that the Board 
be advised of any vacancies m store- 
keeping, warchousing, and clerical work. 

An appeal was also made to the com- 
munity for clothes.

Arab Peasant and the Palestine | 


Problem 

[From our Correspondent— BIRMINGHAM) 
Professor H. Levy, Principal of the 
Department of Mathematics and 
Mechanics at the Imperial! ( ollege, South 
Kensington said, in an address to the 
Birmingham Jewish Literary and Arprts 
Society. at the Queen's Hotel, that the 
solution of the Palestine problem turned 
on the emancipation of the Arab peasant. 
He criticised the Jewish Agency for 
dealing in an enlightened manner 
with the Arab peasant. 

The situation was complicated, not 
only because of Palestine’s vital strategic 
position, but also by the rich oil wells 
of Transjordania and [Iraq under the 
control of Arab landlords employing 
cheap Arab peasant labour. Britain and 
America, needing oil, would, therefore, 
come to terms with Arab landlords, and 
would help them to retain their feudal 
hold over the Arab peasants. The Arab 
Hicher Commitice and the Effendis were 
naturally opposed to Jews returning to 
Palestine with ideas one thousand years 
ahead of the practice of the country. It 
was essential, said the speaker, for Jews 
to win the support of the Arab peasants. 

A different policy in the past might 
have united Jews and Arabs, said Prof. 
Levy, but both the Jewish Agency and 
the Arab Higher Committee wanted 
Palestine for themselves.

To the Eduor of THe Jewisn CHronicle 


From Mr. FE, BRISKMAN 


Sir,—During the past tew years, | have 
been actively engaged im the task of com- 
bating anti-Semitism, by addressing non- 
Jewish audiences in the open-air. I have 
greatly enjoyed the work, and have. as a 
result of this work, made friends with 
many non-Jews in all walks of life, as 
well as being able to associate, within the 
Defence campaign, with some of the 
finest types of personalities in Anglo- 
Jewry 

There has, however, always been one 
depressing feature of this work. It isn’t 
the heckler, the rabid Fascist, or the 
vitriohc Jew-baiter I regret to say, 
the constant formation of other Jewish 
bodies who claim that they are best fitted 
to undertake this work. and that the 
Defence Committee are, in fact, wholly 
incompetent to do this vital task 

Ihe Defence Committee should be 
subject to criticism, until it functions to 
perfection. bu; #t 1 neither beneficial nor 
practical. merely because one disagrees 
with us methods, that this should justify 
the creation of recalcitrant groups which 
cause confusion in many minds (a) by 
the multiplicity of appeals for Defence 
Funds; (b) by conveying the impression 
to the non-Jew that their particular group 
is the official organisation and mouth- 
piece of the community as a whole 

Last week-end the Fascists sunk their

place and time, by men, for example. as 
remote from the main-stream of Judaeco- 


Christian morality as Socrates and 
Gandhi. Everyone, to a greater or lesser 


extent, leans towards one of these two 
extremes, and will not fail to find sup- 
port for his view in holy writ.. There can 
be no “Jewish” attitude to the Germans: 
every Jew’s opinion, on a moral issue of 
this nature, will be determined by his 
own habit of mind and according to his 
own lights.

MOSLEY STAGES “ RETURN” 


“ Force to be Met with 


bad 


Force 
[From a Special Correspondent] 


Sir Oswald Mosley heralded his return 
to active politics at a meeting held last 
Saturday at Wilfred Street School, West- 
minster, at which he announced that the 
orgamisation of his Union Movement 
would begin from that day. Representa- 
tives of the various Book Clubs. the 
British League of Ex-Service Men and 
Women, the Union for British Freedom, 
the Imperial Defence League, and the 
Sons of St. George were present. 

Mosley, looking rather older. pre- 
sented no new thesis to his audience. 
Standing in front of a Union Jack, he 
told the 300 persons present that: “ If 
force is brought against us we must meet 
force with force.” The old hands, from 
Bethnal Green in particular, who had 
heard the same statement in pre-war 
days, yelled their approval. Many of 
them had resurrected their B.U.P. 
badges and were ostentatiously sporting 
them as tiepins or in their lapels. 

Impressive “ Security ” Steps 

“Security” precautions were impressive. 
All side-streets were closed, and where- 
ever the eye turned there were police. 
It was made very clear to the Associa- 
tion of Jewish Ex-Servicemen that they 
were not wanted when they asked 
whether they could hold a protest meet- 
ing outside the school. They were sent 
some distance away to Brewer's Green. 

During Mosley’s speech recordings 
were made, aml! these were played on 
Sunday night at Ridley Road. Mosley 
himself ss reported to have been present 
in the area at a “ recruiting meeting.” 

The feeling of Westminster's local 
inhabitants was vividly expressed in the 
yard-high whitewashed letters on the 
school wall, that read: “ Mosley speaks 
here. insult to our children.”’ The school 
was let withou; reference to the Govern- 
ing Body; and Mr. G. Barrett, the Vice- 
Chairman (Secretary of the Abbey 
Division of the Westminster Labour 
Party), said that he intended (o raise the 
matter with the L.C.C. The letting was 
made through the Education Depart- 
ment 

The first number of the new Mosley 
weekly paper UNION is due to appear

NOODLES--SWEET AND SAVOURY 


For the Paste. Sicve into a basin 6 oz. 
flour, 14 tablespoonfuls dried egg, and 4 
teaspoonful salt; mix to a firm dough 
with cold water; knead till quite smooth 
and divide into two. Roll out each piece 
to wafer thinness on a_ well-floured 
board; then place on a clean dry cloth 
over the back of a chair to dry for about 
half an hour. Then flour lightly, cut 
into 2-inch strips, put one on top of 
another, and cut through with a sharp 
knife into 4-inch shreds. Separate shreds 
by running through the fingers. Cook 
in boiling salted water or soup about 
iS minutes. 

If not for immediate use, leave on 
board to dry thoroughly, then store in 


airtight containers 

For a leht supper or luncheon dish, 
serve coated wit cheese or tomato 
sauce: and they are extra savoury with 
a border of fried onions or leeks. 


Kreplech or Ravioli 


Make a dough as above and roll out 
thinly ; then cut into 2-inch squares. Put 
a litth forcemeat in the centre of each, 
damp the edges, and fold across into 
triangles, pressing the edges _ tirmly 
together. Leave for an hour to dry, 
then drop into boiling soup or salted 
water and cook for 15 minutes. Serve 
in the soup or with tomato sauce. 

Forcemeat, Any kind of cooked left- 
over meat finely minced. Season. with 
salt, pepper, pinch of ginger, and grated 
omon and bind with beaten egg. Sausage 
meat also makes.a good hilling. 


Meat and Apple Pie 
One large cupful cach cooked noodles. 


left-over minced meat, and thickened 
gravy: a small cupful stale  bread- 
crumbs: 2 cooking apples; salt and 


Sugar to taste; and 4 oz. margarine or 
dripping. 

Put the noodles in a greased pie dish, 
add the minced meat, and pour over the 
well-seasoned gravy Cover with the 
finely chopped apples sprinkled with a 
little sugar. Then top with breadcrumbs 
and dot with tiny pieces of margarine or 
dripping. Bake in a moderate oven for 
about 40 minutes. 


Scalloped Noodles with Prunes 
Cooked 


noodles 3 cupfuls, prunes 
} Ib., water 1 pint, sugar or syrup 2 


tablespoontuls, pinch of cimnamon, mar- 
garine oz., brown crumbs. 

Soak the prunes overnight, then cook 
gently wll tender, sweetening to taste. 
When cool, remove the stones. Put a 
third of the noodles in a greased pic 
dish, cover with half the prunes and a 
light sprinkling of cinnamon; repeat the 
2 layers, and finish off with the remain- 
ing noodles. Pour the prune juice over. 
sprinkle with brown crumbs, and. dot 
with margarine. Bake in a moderate 
oven ull hot through and brown o*1 top. 

Note. Bottled plums or other fruit 
can replace the prunes.

THE DEPUTIES OF TO-DAY 


By B. B. LIEBERMAN (Treasurer of the Board of Deputies) 


i read the article by Mr. Gordon 
Liverman on the topic of the Board of 
Deputies, in your issue of December 26, 
with interest and, in some respects, with 
agreement. I agree with the importance 
he attaches to maintaining the high repu- 
tauion of the Board of Deputies and its 
influence as the ane body of 
Anglo-Jewry, but disagree with his 
un erlying assumption of the Board's 

deterioration.” 

Too many critics of the Board still 
imagine that it can carry on its functions 
in t peaceful atmosphere of the past. 

In those far-off days, the community, 
which was considerably more compact 
than it is to-day, and with not one-tenth 
of its problems, was very much con- 
trolled by a number of individuals who 
are popularly referred to as “ the Grand 
Dukes.” They were without doubt self- 
sacrificing and sincere in their devotion 
to what they considered the best interests 
of the community, but they were a privi- 
leged few and they resented any intrusion 
from others outside their own circle. 
Many of our erstwhile leaders looked 
with disfavour on all attempts from the 

other ranks” to come to the fore. 
Under such a regime, it was natural for 
the Board of Deputies to believe in the 
motto of quieta non movere, and for its 
business to be comfortably concluded 
within the limits of a two-hour session, 
but the Jewish Community, m common 
with other communities. moved with the 
times, and the feeling arose among the 
more energetic of its members that they 
had as much right to a say in its admini- 
stration as those who exercised control 
by the right of heredity. 


The Privileged Few 


The community became less inclined to 
accept« the leadership of the privileged 
few. Like other sections of the popula- 
tion, # began to question certain assump- 
tions and to demand the richt to speak 
for itself The result was that gradually 
those men who had led the community 
with. as I have said, great credit -and 
sincere devotion, found themselves chal- 
lenged by others who, even if they had 
not the same social background, were no 
less sincere im their desire to serve the 
community and to claim an equal right 
to the burdens and perhaps the sweets of 
othce. lt was an mevitabie process, but 
it was resented and, strange to Say, is st 1 
resented among a small but vocal section 
of the community. Even at this. time 
of the day. there is an assumption by 
certain individuals that their tamily’s past 
record gives them the night to dictate 
to, and have their views regarded as the 
views of, the whole community. 

The Board of Deputies reflects the 
change im time and circumstance Its 
considerably increased. LO 
an extent which perhaps makes it un- 
wreldy. They are drawn from other 
strata than those of its original com- 
position. If there is a predominance 
now of members whose historical back- 
ground, so far as this country is con- 
cerned, is quite recent, and who still 
have. roots in Eastern Europe, that is 
because. the whole set-up of the com- 
munity has in the last few generations 


been completely transitormed, No 
organisation to-day has the same aspect 
as that of half a century ago: Condi- 


tions have altered, the voice of the com- 
mon man is heard more frequently, and 
they are sensible who recognise the 
change and do not regard ti as a constant 
grievance 

Ihe Board of Deputies to-day voices 
the opinions of the mass of the Jewish 
Community, and not only the views of 
the formerly dominant few. There are 
still with us, one is happy to say, 
descendants of the families who originally 
were its leaders. They have wisely 
accepted the new situation, and by so 
doing still play a valuable role in the 
leadership of the community. Others 
have retired to their tents in a fit of the 
sulks and predict the dissolution of the 
Board because it no longer listens to the 
voices of its “ superiors. In my 
opinion, the Board was never more ahve, 
more earnest, or Mare representative than 
it is to-day, 


The “Group ” System 


Mr. Liverman condemns the “ Group ” 
system of the Board, and advocates the 
abolition of the groups. I am afraid 
he is being quite unrealistic. | cannot 
readily think of any constitutional provi- 
sion seeking to achieve that end which 
would have any practicaf effect. There 
are many Deputies who would strongly 
resist all attempts to prevent them from 
conferring with fellow-Deputies holding 
common views On subjects considered 
vital and fundamental. It is impossible 


to make all groups, as it 1s impossible 


to make all Deputies, think and feel 
alike, on all subjects, but there are many 
matters on which there should be litile, 
if any. difference of in principle. 
It so happens that in the last half-century 
Zionism has become the creed of the 
majority of the -community, and it is, 
therefore, natural for the present majority 
of the Board to be Zionists. I think Mr, 

Liverman might well be reminded that 
it was the action of the leaders of the 
Board in their opposition to Zionism in 
1917 which induced a number of the 


Zionist Deputies to create a group to 
represent what they and with 
majority of 


reason. as the views o 


the community. No one pretends that 
the Zionist Group has not made mis- 
lakes. What group, indeed. can port 
to an miallhble record? 

I should like to sav a word about the 
elections. All reasona bie people mus! 
deprecate any interference in _ clec- 
vons. | do no think that — Zionist 
Group on the Board claims t Zionists 
are ipso facio tt to be me = ed of any 
committee, whatever its particular object 
Everyone will agree that elections to 
commuttees should be guided solely by 
the competence, capacity. and knowledee 
of the persons nominated, but that docs 
not mean that to be a Zionist is in 
self a disqualification for office All 
democratic assemblies function through 
a majoruy and minority or minorities 
No one can suggest that the minorities of 
the present Board are not allowed to 
express their views. On the contrary 
the complaint on the part of the majority 
iS that the President too often’ favours 
minority groups at the expense of the 
majporiuy

Aid Outside Britain 


The Board took the lead in the estab 
lishment of a united front among _the 
various Jewish bodies which claimed ‘to 
represent Jewry, in order that the Jews 
of the world might speak with one voice 
on .the numerous problems that. con- 
cerned them at the meetings of — the 
Forcign Munisters. -The Board has been 
foremost in the interest taken in. the 
weltare ol the Displaced Persons The 
Jewish Committee tor Relhef Abroad. 
and the-Central. Briush Fund are two 
organisations in the general progress of 
which the Board has heen most active 
The Palestine problem alone has occvu- 
nied much of the time and labours of 
the Board. The President made an out- 
Standing contribution when he appeared 
before the Anglo-Palestine Committee of 
Inquiry to present the memoranda pre 
pared by the Board. The Board's repre- 
sentatives have attended and made valu 
able contributions to the many discus- 
sions held, both in the U.S.A. and on 
the Continent of Europe. 

In the ficld of Jewish defence, the 
Board has shown particular energy. and 
lam glad to see that Mr. Liverman. him- 
self an expert on this branch of the 
Board's work, pays a generous tribute 
to the Board's activity. Internally, the 
machinery set up to combat anti- 
Semitism now covers the whole of the 
country. and externally the Board con- 
tinues its contacts with the appropriate 
authorities on all problems of defence. 
including community libel 

These are but a few aspects of the 
Board's work. The full range of its 
activities is set out tn its annual reports 
| strongly recommend actual and would- 
be critics to read these reports with an 
unbiased mind. They will. then come to 
the conclusion, I have no doubt, that 
there are few Jewish organisations im the 
world which show such vital interest in 
the special problems of their own par- 
ticular community and in the general 
problems of Jewry asa whole

JEWISH CONTRIBUTIONS 


TO ART 


{By a Jewisu Curonicte Reporter] 


Dr. Helen Rosenau delivered the first 
of a course of six lectures on “ 
Jewish Contribution to Art” under the 
aegis of the University of London (Uni- 
versity Extension Courses) at the Ben 
Uri Art Gallery, Portman Street. W.1, 
on Thursday evening of last week. Mrs. 
Robert B. Solomon presided, and among 
those present was Mr. Hopkinson, the 
Secretary of the University Extension 
department of London University 

n her lecture, dealing with the Pales- 
tinian background, which she illustrated 
by slides, Dr. Rosenau said there was 
a consecutive tradition of Jewish pictorial 
types which went back to antiquity and 
which was still reflected in monuments 
belonging to the third century of the 
Common era 

Jews. she said, had made notable con- 
tributions to art, particularly to the realm 
of synagogal architecture and their 
adjoining precincts, which could be com- 
pared in their function to modern com- 
munity centres. There was a distinctive 
Jewish character in painted wall decora- 
tions and mosaic pavements of syna- 
gogues and private houses. The same 
pictorial elements were also found on a 
smaller scale in Jewish coins and gold 
glasses and sarcophagi discovered in 
Palestine as well as in Rome. The 
Jewish catacombs in Rome stood com- 
parison with the famous Christian ones, 
unearthed during recent years.

SIR ISAAC ISAACS 


Former Governor-General 
of Australia
